Kindergarten Teachers 
Take On A New Look 
As Males Materialize 


Newsweek — March 8, 1971 

It was picture-taking time 
last week at Burr Oak Elemen- 
tary School in the Chicago 
suburb of Calumet Park and, 
while the 20  well-scrubbed 
kindergarten youngsters wrig- 
gled and giggled expectantly 
in the hallway, their efficient 


teacher straightened a _ lace 
collar here, tightened a bow 
there and gingerly ran a 


comb through stubborn cow- 
licks. When the children were 
finished, they cheered exuber- 
antly as the teacher squatted on 
a miniature stool and flashed a 
wide grin for the camera. With 
that the teacher stood up—all 
six feet four inches and 2380 
pounds of him — and barked 
through his bushy brown mus- 
tache, ‘Okay, everybody, back 
to work.” Obediently, the chat- 
tering line of children followed 
their lumbering Pied Piper 
down the hall. 


Incongruous as it may seem, 
27-year-old William L’Orange, 
a bearlike bachelor who sports 
long sideburns, loud shirts and 
modish boots, thrives on his 
job as a kindergarten teacher. 
“I love it, just love it”, he 
booms and it could hardly be 
more obvious that his diminu- 
tive charges feel precisely the 
same way about him. But L’- 
Orange is by no means the 
only robust American male in 
charge of an adoring flock of 
4-and-5-year-olds. 


Although the only men many 
adults can recall from their 
elementary school days are the 
janitors, increasing evidence 
indicates: that a full-scale male 
incursion into the lower grades 
may be under way today. 
There are, for example, at least 
six men teaching’ kindergarten

in Connecticut, 29 in Los An- 
geles alone and more than 50 
men in the greater Boston area, 
working with children between 
the ages of 3 and 8. Both the 
Louisville and Baltimore school 
systems hired their first two 
male kindergarten teacher last 
fall; one of them, a 23-year-old 
former high school wrestler 
turned political activist, states 
resolutely, ‘‘Even more male 
teachers are needed to combat 
the feminist system that domi- 
nates the early grades.” 


This men’s lib campaign in 
the schoolhouse springs from a 
combination of social and edu- 
cational trends. Many young 
men sought the draft defer- 
ment that teaching guaranteed 
(until such deferments were 
abolished last year), even if 
this meant working in the low- 
er grades; at the same time, 
salaries for elementary teach- 
ers had equaled those of sec- 
ondary instructors. But most 
educational theorists’ are con- 
vinced that the growing influx 
of men into the grade schools 
can be traced largely to recent 
child - development research. 
New studies indicate that tra- 
ditional sex difference in learn- 


ing — girls consistently out- 
distance boys in the early 
grades — disappear in classes 


with men teachers. ‘‘Boys des- 
perately need a male figure for 
psychological development — 
particularly boys from broken 
homes,” says Timothy Wilson, 
director of Project Male, a 
four-year effort that has put 
55 men into primary-grade 
teaching in Arlington, Mass. 


Still, if research has legiti- 
mized man’s role in what usual- 
ly has been a woman’s domain, 
many male kindergarten teach- 
ers do not rationalize their oc- 
cupational choice in pedagogi- 
cal terms. “I simply derive 
enormous personal satisfaction 
from working with little kids,” 
chortles Tom Kane, a 25-year- 
o'!d Marine veteran who is fre- 
quently seen racing his motor- 
cycle to the Norfe!dt School in 
West Hartford, Conn. “To 
change society,” suggests Bal- 
timore’ kindergarten teacher 
Donald Grumbine, ‘you have 
to get to children while they’re 
young.” 


And, of course, male teachers 
bring a distinctly masculine 
touch to a classroom. ‘‘We’re 
rougher, louder and more ag- 
gressive,” says Louisville first- 


year teacher Bob Thomas. 
“Pm always wrestling with the 
kids,” add the  conservately 


groomed Kane, “or bouncing 
them on my knees and throw- 
ing them into the air.’’ Clearly, 
many of the men seem less 
concerned with traditional rul- 
es of order and silence then 
with finding new and better 
ways to teach. “These kids 
watch the war every night in 
their homes,” says L’Orange. 
“They don’t just want to take 
naps, eat cookies and count po- 


tatoes in school.” 

Although the reaction of 
most parents to male teachers 
for their kindergarten children 
has been overwhelmingly pcsi- 
tive, ‘‘Administrators are still 
too chicken to hire many mén 
teachers below the fourth 
grade,’”’ complains one frustrat- 
ed would - be’ kindergarten 
teacher in Los Angeles. And 
even the teachers who have 
been hired face a continuing 
problem with their public im- 
age. ‘“‘When I tell another fel- 
low at a tavern that I’m a 
kindergarten teacher,’’ grumb- 
les L’Orange, “the first reac- 
tion is always a sort of awe- 
struck, ‘You’re kidding.’ ”
